We are 
confident that in the current year Regulations will be amended to increase 
the maximum to 7 2 $. 

The board received two requests for a reduction in the subscrip- 
tion rate for the year ended 31at March, 1971. It granted requests to 
Waverley & District Co-operative and to Pakenham & District Fruitgrowers 
and in view of these requests and having limited commitments the board 
decided to reduce subscriptions payable by the other two member societies.
